credit to Laiut. Straus, although he 
has inade himself in a measure respon- 
sible for their efficacy. 


There has always been opposition to 


superimposed turrets, but it has been 
pointed ont that should an accident 
happen to a turret one half of tbe ves- 
sel's guns might be put out ot action 


Tnsre has also beau doubts as to the 


working of the gun« under service con- 
ditions. Ttfe fear is entertained that 
the escape of gas from the lower turrel 
would disarrange the delicate machm 
ery below. 


Il is to definitely ascertain whether 


these objections are well founded tha 
the board of naval construction prohib- 
ited superimposed turrets iu tbe new 
battleships until a thorough test can 
he made.

t'nder the patronage r,t the Marechal 


de Belle Isle, St. Germain made his de- 
but in the gay capital. Kveryliody was 
delighted with the mysterious stranger. 
His easy assurance imposed upon the 
highest people. Many who questioned 
his claim to have lived 2,OtR> years ix-tired 
in perplexity, bewildered by his presence 
of mind, his ready replies, his astonish- 
ing accuracy on overy point mentioned in 
history aud his fertility of resource. lie 
dressed i:i a. style of the greatest mag- 
nirieence, sported diamonds of princely 
v.iluc and made costly presents to the la- 
dies of the court with apparent uncon- 
cern. The king looked upon him with 
marked favor, spent honrs at a time in 
his company and would permit no one to 
criticise his new friend. 


Mine, de Pompadour was as pleased 


with St. Germain as was her royal lover. 
He sold his elixir vitae to all the grand 
ladies, performed miraculous feats, pre- 
tended to remove blemishes from dia- 
monds and for a time was the wonder of 
society. In the mo«t familiar manner he 
would speak of his friendship for a king 
or a grandee who had been dead for cen- 
turies. and once, when supping with not 
overinteUigent people, he had the impu- 
dence to speak of his personal acquaint- 
ance with Jesus Christ. 


St. Germain had a most astonishing 


vagabond for a servant, to whom he 
would often appeal for corroboration 
when narrating some wonderful event 
that had happened centuries before. On 
one occasion St. Germain was relating at 
a state dinner a conversation he pretend- 
ed to have had in Palestine about 1195 
'with King Kichard I of England, whom 
he described as his particular 
friend.

can be located at or near its connection 
with tlie sea."' 


The report calls attention to the fact 


that the present is a favorable time to 
construct the canal, as theie are ample 
funds in tho treasury, and speaks ot" the 
relations of the United States to other 
powers being such sis to make this n most 
opportune time for the performance of 
this great national duty. 
The highest 


limit of cost under the most unfavorable 
conditions is estimated at $140.000,000 
and the lowest possible limit at $70,000,- 
000. 
The many surveys of the proposed 


route that have been made are reviewed, 
and Senator Morgan says: 


"As to the Nicaragua route, there is no 


element of uncertainty that seoms to jus- 
tify anx further-delay in providing for its 
adoption. 


"If it could be reasonably assumed or 


satisfactorily established that the Pana- 
ma route would admit of the construction 
of a cnnil at a lower cost, with a shorter 
line of transit and a safer water supply 
than the Nicaragua route, there are other 
difficulties in our adopting the Panama 
route that cannot be removed and are su- 
preme in their control over our d.ity to 
select the Nicaragua route. 


'"The great lakes of Nicaragua and Ma- 


nagua are the best water supply in the 
world for a lock canal to connect the two 
oceans or arms of the sea. As to the wa- 
ter supply sufficient for the highest le\el 
of a groat ship canal, there can bo no 
doubt of the superiority of the Nicaragua 
route over that of Panama. 


W«lk«r Report Not Nece»nry. 


As an answer to those who favor wail- 


ing for the report of the Walker eominK- 
sion before enacting any legislation llio 
report says: 


"The continuance of the- present com- 


mission tinder Iho presidency ot Admiral 
Walker in tbo discretion of the president 
of the TInitM Stntes will be of advantage 
in giving facts that will either confirm 
the wisdom of this measure, or will dem- 
onstrate its insufficiency or error in timo 
to prevent any possible harm to the coun- 
try. 


''One decree i>f the American people is 


recorded beyond the power of any com- 
bination to defeat it. It is that they shall 
have an open highway between the gront 
oceans for the transportation of their 
vast commerce by wn'ter on tho nearest 
and best route without being loft in the 
exclusive power of great railway cor- 
porations. They alno demand the right 
to compete in their own vessels for the 
transportation of the vast nnd growing 
commerce between tho Atlantic and Pa- 
cific oceans.'1

It is thought that the man had risen 
and started to perform the usual early 
morning duties when the mania seized 
him. 
Bergen wsa about twenty nice 


years of age. Bis wife was about the 
same agp, the little girl was eight or 
nine years old and the boy a little 
younger. Bergen's home is about two 
miles from this place. 
He had a pros- 


perous farm and considerable live stock. 
Martin Bergen was catcher for the Bos- 
ton base ball club of the National 
league. 
He played with the team up 


to the close of last season, but at times 
during the season his strange actioni in 
disappearing from the team without no 
tifying Manager Selee or the other 
players resulted in considerable t'rio- 
tion. Once ho went to his home in 
North Brookfield and refused to play, 
alleging that he had not been treated 
well by some of his colleagues and the 
manager. After much persnnhion Ber- 
gfln was'induced to return. Tho Boston 
players regarded the famous catcher as 
eccentric and occasionally he was sub- 
ject to fits of melancholy. Bergen was

Momlem Architecture. 


The moslem architecture at Agra and 


Delhi, so splendid yet so short lived, is so 
distinctive of a dynasty and so alien to 
the country as to be chiefly significant of 
the influence of the west on the east and 
stands alike in its permanence aud in its 
feeling or ideality iu remarkable contrast 
to all that was before it, is around it and 
has come after it. It is indeed curious 
how young India is ia art and how old in 
her literature, her customs aud her social 
framework. 


There is no social institution surviving 


in Greece or Italy that cau in respect of 
aj;e or of interest compare with the Hin- 
doo castes, and there are no buildings or 
monuments in India that can boast an 
antiquity equal to much that can be 
found in the Latin and even in the Teu- 
tonic countries of Europe. Only a few of 
the ruder and smaller rock temples go be- 
hind the Christian eru. the greater and 
more elaborate belonging to a more re- 
cent date-, and it is but what the later 
history would lead us to expect when we 
find as regards some recently recovered 
Buddhist sculptures that a sense of form 
begins to appear just as Greek influences 
become active in India, though the imi- 
tations stand at an immense distance 
'from the originals.—Contemporary Re- 
view. 


An Interesting Bell. 


It is interesting to know that the bell in 


St. Mark's Protestant Episcopal church 
Chicago, is made of silver and coppel 
coins contributed by Union soldiers and 
Confederate prisoners who were at Cnmi 
Douglas during the civil war. The coins 
were melted down and molded into a bell 
at Springfield, Mass., in 1804. St. Mark's 
church itself is the successor of the little 
chapel.built for the garrison. The chap- 
lain of tho camp was the Hev. Kdward 
B. Tuttlc, who was much loved by both 
the Union and Confederate soldiers, and 
it was upon his suggestion that the coins 
wore contributed for a bell. When the 
war closed, anil the camp buildings were 
sold, the chaplain made an effort to get 
the chapel, but was unsuccessful. The
